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ALLAH IS THE CREATOR OF ALL THINGS 

Allah’s name The Creator Qptrsh) Al-Khaaliq is 
mentioned several places in the Holy Quran, and there is 
an another name Al-Khallaaq ( 3 ^ 1 ) The All Creator 
which is the intensive form of (^jLsbN) Al-Khaaliq . 

The root of these two names is “al-khalq” (jilsit) and it 
has two basic meanings: first is to create from nothing 
without any previous model, and the second one is 
estimation and measurement. 

The first meaning of al-khalq could not be used but only 
for Allah because he is the only who can truly create a 
thing from nothing and without any example, as Allah 
said: ((Is there any creator other than Allah)) [Al-Quran 
35:3], and the second meaning could be used for Allah 
and others too. 

Thus Al-Khaaliq is the One who creates things out of 
nothing and with no precedence, and The name Al- 
Khallaaq indicates that He increases in creation what He 
pleases and in a perfect manner. 

And Allah is the only who created all the things “That is 
Allah, your Lord, Creator of all things; there is no deity 
except Him, so how are you deluded?” [Al-Quran 40:62] 

Do they associate with Him those who create nothing and they are 
[themselves] created? (Al-Quran 7:191) 
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Allah’s act of creation does not need any time and effort 
“His command is only when He intends a thing that He 
says to it, "Be," and it is.” [Al-Quran 36:82] 

The unbelievers of Arab were accepting that Allah is the 
only creator as Allah said: (And if you should ask them, 
"Who has created the heavens and the earth?" they would 
surely say, "They were created by the Exalted in Might, 
the Knowing.") [Al-Quran 43:9] and Allah made their 
acceptance deduce for His divinity and singling out for 
His worship. 

Benefits of belief in the name Al-Khaaliq and Al- 
Khallaq: 

1) Testifying that Allah is the only God, and worshiping 
Him alone. 

2) Loving Allah because he created us when we were not 
a thing and gifted us innumerous blessings. 

3) Believing in this name indicated the other qualities of 
Allah such as life, ability, knowledge, will and wisdom. 

4) Believing that Allah is still creating what he wants and 
when he wants. 

5) Believing that Allah is the Creator of everything 
require acknowledgment of His knowledge for particulars 
of creation. 

It is He who created you, and among you is the disbeliever, and among 
you is the believer. And Allah, of what you do, is Seeing. (Al-Quran 64:2) 
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HONESTY OF THE PROPHET 

The most famous person who is characterized by 
honesty in all matters of his life is our Prophet 
Muhammad#, before and after he was given the Prophet 
hood. 

As for his honesty before the Prophet hood: He was 
known among the people as honest and was designated 
with it. When the tribes of Quraish were building the 
Kabah until the construction reached Rukn (comer of ) 
black stone, they fought for it. Each tribe wanted to raise 
it to its place until they violated and prepared for battle, 
Quraish stayed for four or five nights and discussed about 
this matter, one of them said: “the first person who enters 
the door of the mosque will be the one who judges 
between the tribes in this matter” and all the tribes agreed 
upon it. And the first one who entered the mosque was 
the prophet, when they saw him they shouted: “He is 
Honest, this is Mohammad, we are pleased with him” and 
they informed him about the matter. The Prophet said: 
“Bring me a cloth”, they brought to him then Prophet 
took it and kept on that cloth with his hand and said: 
“Every tribe should take the cloth together, and lift it all 
up.” So they did and when they reached its position the 
Prophet kept it with his hand, and then built on it. 

And the reason for his marriage with Khadija was his 
honesty. 

Indeed, Allah commands you to render trusts to whom they are due 

(Al-Quran 4:58) 
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There are too many situations before the Prophet hood 
which indicate honesty of the Prophet. 

As for his honesty after the Prophet hood: He 
carried out the biggest honesty which is Prophetic 
mission, he endured the greatest difficulties for it. And 
the enemy witnessed before his friend about his honesty 
as the conversation of Abu Sufiyan and Hercules is 
example for that, where Hercules asked him: “When I 
inquired you what he (i.e. Muhammad) ordered you, you 
replied that he ordered you to establish the prayer, to 
speak the truth, to be chaste, to keep promises and to pay 
back trusts." Then Heraclius added, "These are really the 
qualities of a prophet." And in another place he said: “I 
asked you whether he (ever) violated his covenant, and 
you said that he did not. This is how the Prophets behave. 
They never violate (their covenants). 

And he was very keen to carry out the loyalty and 
deposits for people even in the hardest times. As Quraish 
kept their valuables as deposit with the Prophet because 
of his loyalty, and when the Prophet migrated to Madina, 
he told Ali bin Abu Talib to sleep in his bed and cover 
himself with his green mantle and assured him full 
security under Allah’s protection and no harm would 
come to him, and ordered him to return the loyalty and 
deposits which was with the Prophet it. 


Pay the deposit to him who deposited it with you, and do not betray him 
- who betrays you. (Sunan Abi Dawood 3531) - 
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SA'D BIN ABI WAQQAS 

Sa'd Bin Abi Waqqas was one of the great companions 
who embraced Islam in its earlier stage, it is said that he 
was third or fourth person who accepted Islam. He bom 
in Mecca before 23 Hijri year. And he was one of the ten 
companions who was given glad tiding of Paradise, and 
was one of the sixth Shura members whom Umar Bin 
Khattab selected to be the Caliph after him. 

He adhered The Prophet when he was in Mecca, and 
when Allah granted Muslims permission to migrate 
towards Madinah then he migrated with the Muslims to 
be with the Prophet in the battles against polytheists, 
that’s why he was the first who threw an arrow in the 
way of Allah and drained the blood of a disbeliever. 

He was present in the battle of Badr, and in the battle of 
Uhud he was stable when people mn away, and in Khandaq 
(Trench) and all other battles with the Prophet and he 
was one of the skillful archers and was one of the horsemen 
who were protecting the Prophet in the battles. 

At the battle of Uhud Sa’d stood up defending the 
Prophet and fighting with disbelievers, and when the 
Prophet saw him he pleased with him and said: ‘Trmi 
Sa’d, Fidaka Abi wa Ummi”: “Throw Sa’d, may my 
father and mother be ransomed for you”. Sa’d said: “The 

The Prophet said to Sa’d: "Throw (arrows); let my father and mother be 
sacrificed for you." (Bukhari 4055) 
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Prophet m has not mentioned his parents for any one 
before me” and his daughter Ayesha Bint Sa’d was very 
proud of it, she was saying: “ I am a daughter of migrant 
whom the Prophet has ransomed by his parents at 
battle of Uhud” 

The Prophet $$ loved him very much as Jabir bin 
'Abdullah narrated :"Sa'd came, so the Prophet said: 
"This is my maternal uncle, so let a man show me his 
maternal uncle.". His prayer (call) was responded 
because the Prophet prayed for him saying: “"O Allah, 
respond to Sa'd when he supplicates to You." 

Umar Bin Khattab chose Sa’d as a commander in chief 
for the final battle with the Persians at Qadisiyyah. 

He was blessed with much influence and wealth but as 
the time of death approached, he asked his son to open a 
box in which he had kept a course woolen jubbah and 
said: “Shroud me in this, because I met the disbelievers 
with it on the day of Badr and in it I desire to meet the 
Almighty Allah. 

He died at Al-Aqeeq and carried out to madinah and 
buried there because he was last one who died in 
migrants and in ten companions who was given the glad 
tiding of Paradise 

Not equal among you are those who spent before the conquest [of 
Makkah] and fought [and those who did so after it] (Al-Quran 57:10)
